Severe Quake 


Is Recorded 


(By Th* AoocUt«4 Pre«.) 


WASHNGTON. Mar- 11.—A "rath- 
er severe" earthquake 
about 2.000 
miles from Washington in a southerly 
direction was recorded early today 
on the seismograph at Georgetown 
University.

WASHINGTON, Alarch 11.—Before 


the end of thi» week there will be' In 
full blaet the largest number of inves- 
tigation* of charge* involving official 
miacond.uot and alniiter influence that 
ever were undertaken in the history 
of the republic. 


The outstanding impression is that 


the surface hae barely been scraped 
up to date and that the country will 
be even more deeply shocked by the 
revelations of. corruption and intrigue 
centering in Washington, which are 
in rtore.

What will bring about the retire- 


ment of the attorney general remains 
to. be seen.

The 
most recant .contribution to this sub- 
ject was made by Hoberud. working 
in Boston and St. L,ouis. 
"By feeding 
rats a diet that was poor in lime, h* 
charmed the chemistry and the ohysi-
